So it happens that when a man who 
has been fired at hears the report of 
a rifle, he knows he is safc—at Icast, 
from that particular shot. : 

It is, naturally, at long ranges that 
the two distinct sounds are most no- 
ticeable. At a range ‘of 1,000 yards 
a bullets arrives at Icast a second, 
and sometimes more, in advance of 
the report.

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SAVE THE CALVES. 
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A Woman Who Has Seen the Germans at War, Tells in a Vivid 
Manner Some of the Crimes She has Witnessed, and What 
The Hun Peace Would Mean to the World ‘ 


—o 


In your issue of yesterday's date it 
fs reported that 300 suffrage women 
loudly “cheered a plan to foree lay- 
ing down of arms.” This shows, on 
the part of those womicn, either ig- 
norance or brutality. For if they 
knew one-tenth part of the sufferings 
those 
who have already been forced to lay 
down arms, and if they had one 
ounce of sympathy in their hearts, 
they would die of shame at having 
given voice to such monstrous inhu- 
imanity. 

For peace at this moment would 
perman peace; German peace 
hicans German world-dominance, and 
this means subjugation, by foree 
ef arms, of all non-Gerinan people; 
it means militarism, barbarism, Slav- 
ery, not only in Europe, but also on 
this continent. For as soon as Eur 
ope is conquered: America’s turn 
would follow, in accordance with 
German -plans. “Germany’s soul,” 
said Treitschke, “is God’s soul; it 
shall and awill rule over all mankind.” 

My cyes were opened to this truth. 
in August, 1414. I was engaged in 
hospital work in Belgium, -when I 
was arrested by the Germans as a 
cpy-and condemned to be shot with- 
in 24 hours. When I suggested to 
the commandant of one of the towns 
through which I was dragged as 
prisoner that he should at least look 
at my papers and see that .what J 
had told him was right, and that I 
had been engaged in hospital work 
when his army came a Jittle prema- 
turely into Brussels, he replied: 
“Right! You are English,‘and, wheth- 
er you are rieht or wrong, this jis a 
war of annihilation.” Annihilation, 
as I understood, of everything that 
was not German, : 

I am an ardent suffragist in the 
old country, but I have, since 1907, 
contended that before agitating for a 
share of political responsibility wo- 
men should prove that they are cap 
able of taking a share in national 
defence. With this object, the Wo- 
men’s .Convoy Corps—the pioneer 
corps of women’s war work—was or- 
ganized in 1908, to learn all work for 
sick and wounded, between field hos- 
pital and base. And during the first | 
Balkan war, in 1912-13 we went to! 
Kirk Kilisee, in Bulgaria, and there | 
established the first war hospital unit |

“L@® after national defence and the

And if national defence shoutd 
take precedence of politics, how 
much above politics should we not 
place defence of the human right of 
all mankind to freedom? 

In Belgium, in France, and in Ser- 
bia I have seen the result af German 
rule in conquered lands, and I know 
that it means literally hell on earth: 
In Serbia, with rank of major in the 
Serbian army, I commanded a flying 
ficld hospital throughout the three 
months of the Serbian retreat, and in 
the final flight over the mountains of 
Montenegro. and Albania saw _ the 
dead and dying bodies of thousands 
whose lives will have been sacrificed 
in vain if the freedom of their coun- 
try is not won, Out of a population 
of four millions, less than two million 
are now living, and they account 
those happiest who are dead. All the 
children under two years old have 
erished, Out of one little band of 
0,000 Serbian boys who tried to 
reach the coast during the retreat,

river Yser and gave the warning of 
an iinpending attack in a recent bat- 
tle on the Belgian coast is graphi- 
cally but modestly told in his own 
words in a London newspaper. 

_ "We were retiring to the support 
linc,” said the sergeant, “when the 
Germans started coming down the 
communication trenches. An officer 
told me to get a dozen men and 
try to stop them. I hadia bit of a 
“go” at them as. they went, from 
traverse to traverse till all my men 
got ‘sploshed’ but three, Retiring 
again, ] got another dozen men to- 
gether, and had another go at hand- 
to-hand fighting. We stuck it until 
there were only seven of us left, the 
Germans outnumbering us by about 
twenty to one. I.then told the men 
to look out for their own skins and 
I stopped until they all got clear. 
I ran back to a shell hole with my 
rifle and ‘toothpick,’ and having 
twent¥ rounds Ieft, had another 
‘splosh’ at the Boches, who were 
busily making a‘machine ‘gun em- 
placement, and I put two of them 
over. As there. was nobody left I 
retired to the canal, ten of the Ger- 
mans trying to ‘Scotch’ me, but 1 
only got a tap in the back. I dashed 
into the eanal, which was about 46 
feet wide, and I got safely to the 
other side. I reached the next di- 
vision’s headquarters, made a report 
and saw one or two Generals, who 
told me I was lucky to get out of 
it, and now I’m:home on ten days’ 
leave.” - ' 

Sergeant Cope, th® hero of this 
escapade, is the son of & shoemaker 
of Peterborough, England. Although 
he has only just reached his twenty- 
first birthday he has already been 
wounded five timés.
